Medical  Officer  s  Report. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Meembers  of  the  Urban  District  Council . 


Sir  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  much  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  my  Twenty- 
first  Annual  Report. 

Owing  to  the  L.G.B.  regulations  the  Report  will  still  be 
slightly  abridged. 

The  area  of  your  District  is  3,053  acres,  urban  and  rural. 

The  Marple  District,  including  part  of  Strines  and  High 
Lane  is  of  a  hilly  character,  intersected  by  valleys,  and  with 
the  river  Goyt  winding  through  the  outer  borders. 

The  village  is  built  on  a  slope,  with  a  west  and  north-west 
gradient. 

Height  above  sea  level  varies  from  450  to  653  feet.  It  is 
well  drained,  and  until  the  wants  of  the  war  necessitated  the 
use  of  the  timber,  was  well  wooded.  The  sub-soil  is  chiefly 
clay,  with  faults  of  sand  and  marl,  and,  owing  to  natural 
drainage,  is  fairly  dry  and  healthy. 
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The  district  is  chiefly  a  residential  one,  consisting  of  fairly 
large  houses,  tenanted  by  people  with  businesses  elsewhere. 

There  are  three  mills  (cotton),  and  a  few  small  works. 

The  cottages,  generally  speaking,  are  roomy  and  well  ven¬ 
tilated,  but  there  is  a  great  demand  for  more  small  and  medium¬ 
sized  houses.  The  population  at  the  last  census  was  6,483. 
The  Local  Government  Board  estimate  the  Birth  Rate  popula¬ 
tion  at  6,753,  and  the  Death  Rate  6,027. 

The  sewerage  and  drainage  is  satisfactory. 

The  disposal  of  excrement  is  by  three  methods :  water 
carriage,  pails,  and  middens. 

There  are  946  water  closets,  309  slop  water  closets,  20 
cesspools,  privy  middens  419,  pail  closets  51,  dry  ashpits  170, 
moveable  ash-bins  1,127,  in  the  district. 

The  water  supply  of  Marple  is  obtained  from  Lyme  and 
Kinder,  and  is  pure  and  wholesome. 

The  milk  supply  is  fair. 

The  dairies  and  cowsheds  are  clean  and  satisfactory. 
There  have  been  a  few  complaints  about  sediments  in  the  milk, 
and  farmers  should  be  more  careful  about  cleanliness  (i.e., 
clean  hands  and  utensils  and  straining  the  milk). 

The  Infantile  Death-rate  is  127  ;  higher  than  usual. 

There  have  been  a  large  number  of  cases  of  Zymotic  Dis¬ 
eases,  chiefly  measles,  105  cases;  three  deaths  occurred  from 
Whooping  Cough  complications,  nine  deaths  from  Influenza. 
No  deaths  from  Measles  or  Scarlet  Fever. 

Four  cases  of  Tuberculosis  were  reported.  Two  treated 
at  home,  and  two  in  Sanatoria. 

Two  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever.  The  majority  of  Zymotic 
Diseases  were  treated  at  home  (Isolation  and  Fumigation). 

Three  deaths  from  Tuberculosis. 

The  Schools  have  been  fumigated  when  necessary.

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FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOPS’  ACT. 

There  are  11  factories  and  33  workshops  in  the  district. 
1  hese  have  been  inspected  periodically,  and  all  defects  recti¬ 
fied. 


They  are  all  in  a  satisfactory  condition,  good  ventilation, 
clean  and  limewashed.  All  the  sanitary  arrangements  are 
good. 

There  are  10  bakehouses  in  the  district;  all  are  clean  and 
whitewashed  ;  two  defects  were  remedied. 

There  are  five  slaughter-houses.  The  sanitary  conditions 
are  good;  well  paved,  drained,  and  whitewashed,  and  no 
defects  were  found.  There  were  no  cases  of  overcrowding, 
and  no  illegal  employment  of  girls.  No  legal  proceedings  were 
required. 

There  were  ten  canal  boats  inspected ;  no  defects  dis¬ 
covered. 

No  smoke  nuisances  occurred  during  the  year.

I  consider  this  report  as  fairly  satisfactory.  The  Infan¬ 
tile  Death-rate,  127  per  1,000  births,  is  still  too  high. 

The  number  of  Infectious  Diseases,  chiefly  due  to  an 
epidemic  of  Measles,  was  very  large  (Measles  105  cases),  but 
there  were  no  deaths.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Marple  Urban 

District  Council. 


Gentlemen 

I  have  the  honour  to  lay  before  you  my  annual  report  for 
the  year  ending  December,  1918. 

I  have  from  time  to  time  inspected  various  premises  for 
the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  existence  of  nuisances,  with 
the  result  that  35  premises  have  been  inspected,  45  defects  dis¬ 
covered,  39  of  which  have  been  remedied,  and  six  are  still  in 
hand.  The  nuisances  dealt  with  are  as  follows :

COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL  OF  REFUSE. 

This  work  is  carried  out  by  direct  employment  of  labour. 
The  privies  and  ashpits  are  emptied  at  regular  periods  varying 
from  two  weeks  to  twelve  weeks,  the  contents  being  taken  to 
convenient  tips  in  the  rural  portion  of  the  district. 

The  ashbins  are  emptied  weekly.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

During  the  year  108  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  have  been 
notified,  consisting  of  two  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  105  cases  of 
Measles,  and  one  case  of  Typhoid.  The  case  of  Typhoid  was 
sent  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  the  remaining  cases  being  nursed 
at  home. 

DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS. 

The  dairies  and  cowsheds  have  been  inspected  from  time 
to  time.  Ten  defects  have  been  discovered,  all  of  which  have 
been  remedied. 

BAKEHOUSES. 

There  are  ten  bakehouses  in  the  district.  These  have 
been  frequently  inspected,  one  defect  being  discovered. 
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SEWERS. 

The  sewers  have  been  periodically  examined,  and  appear 
to  be  in  good  condition.  No  new  sewers  were  laid  during  the 
year. 

CANAL  BOATS. 

The  inspection  of  Canal  Boats  has  received  attention.  Ten 
boats  have  been  inspected  ;  no  defects  were  discovered. 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  WORKS 

The  Sewage  Disposal  Works  has  been  neglected  during 
the  year  under  review,  owing  to  the  difficulty  of  obtaining 
labour.  The  sewage  is  only  dealt  with  by  continuously  work¬ 
ing  the  whole  of  the  land.  In  order  to  maintain  a  good  effluent 
additional  land  is  required. 

Several  effluent  samples  have  been  obtained  by  the 
Inspectors  of  the  Rivers  Board,  and  no  complaints  have  been 
received. 

RECREATION  GROUNDS. 

The  playing  area  of  these  grounds  is  now  occupied  by 
allotments,  and  provides  45  cultivators  with  plots  of  about  10 
pole  area.  The  Shelters  and  Swings  need  painting. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  Water  Supply  is  obtained  from  the  Stockport  Cor¬ 
poration.  No  serious  difficulty  has  been  experienced  during 
the  year  ;  the  consumption  has  been  normal. 

Waste  of  all  descriptions  has  been  carefully  watched,  the 
underground  waste  receiving  special  attention. 

Ten  night  inspections  have  been  made,  resulting  in  the 
location  of  33  underground  leakages  ;  in  addition  766  leaky 
taps  have  been  repaired. 

WATER  MAINS. 

Many  of  the  water  mains  have  now  been  in  use  for  up¬ 
wards  of  34  years,  and  are  in  need  of  scraping  to  remove  the 
deposit,  which  is  now  seriously  reducing  the  capacity  of  the 
pipe. 

MAIN  ROADS. 

The  Main  Roads  have  been  maintained  in  fair  condition, 
but  several  lengths  are  in  need  of  renewal.  I  append  a  table 
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showing  the  area  repaired  for  the  past  nine  years,  from  which 
it  is  evident  that  there  is  a  considerable  amount  of  deferred 
work.

The  repair  of  District  Roads  during  the  year  under  review 
has  consisted  chiefly  of  patching  repairs,  by  which  means  the 
roads  have  been  kept  in  fair  condition.  The  proper  repair  has 
been  impossible,  as  no  stone  has  been  allocated  for  these  roads 
by  the  Road  Stone  Control  Committee.  Sufficient  stone  was, 
however,  found  for  the  repair  of  Old  Know  Road,  and  Win- 
dlehurst  Road  and  Torkington  Road  have  been  patched  with 
stone  from  Ridge  Quarry.
